It said the alternative to Rovernment operation of Western 
Union i.s lis transfer for operation to Americiin Telephone 
and TeleRraph company. 

The ATT, which already hnhl.i a monopoly on telephone 
sen-ice, is currently cncajred in the dispute with the striking

Innocent 
i membership In a "front" organization Illegal, 
I and if the bill's administration were put in 
the hands of those who could use their power 
for political punishment, then there would 
be something to worry about. 

It seems unlflccly that auch a bill would be 
passed by congress and signed by the Presi- 
dent. But no bill of any sort to outlaw com- 
munism has yet been presented. If and when 
It Is. there should be plenty of time for loyal 
Americana to ask their congressmen for rea- 
sonable safeguards against any excesses. 

However, loud protests have already been 
heard In some quarters. On March 27 the 
Communist party toolc a full-page ad In the 
New York Times to attack the proposal. This 
was to be expected. So was the communist 
line of attack. 

It was stated — without semblance of proof, 
of course — that the proposal came from big 
business. It was clearly implied that Mr. Tru- 
man's secretary of labor was a tool of big 
business. The prediction was that the pro- 
posed outlawing of the CP was really aimed 
at organized labor, at the civil liberties of all 
"progressive" Americans, at social reform, 
the housing program, and sundry other actl- 
' vltlea and beliefs. 

This could be dismissed without comment. 
But on March 20 the CIO Political Action 
committee circulated a warning among varl- 
oua CIO union mcmbera based on the identi- 
cal line of reasoning. On March 29 the left- 
wing CIO United Electrical. Radio and Ma- 
chine Workera union loosed a blast so like 
the communists* that It might have come 
straight from the Trojan Horse's mouth. 

Perhaps the almost Identical opproach of 
the communists, the CIO-PAC. and the union 
was merely coincidental. Perhaps the one- 
two-three timing of the releases was also a 
coincidence. If so. the PAC an d the U ERMW 
■are "Victims of dn unfortunate accrderitaT ' 
alliance. 

But If It Isn't, we think these two organiza- 
tions have been unwise and shortsighted In 
letting the communists sell them a bill of 
goods. For any reasonable objections they 
might make later already have been weak- 
ened, if not discredited, by the party-line 
extravagances of their first atatements. 

The communists apparently are going to 
tiy to make their opposition to any legal 
curbs look like a democratic crusade for the 
rights of free men— led by the communists, 
of coursB. But we believe that by now the 
country knows enough about communist 
practices and purposes not to be taken in. 

Any non-Red organization which supports 
this communist fiction, willingly or other- 
wise, wlti run the risk of looking foolish at 
best, and perhaps of losing both friends and 
prestige.
